That is 
necessary, though one may be strong ‘and 
the other weak, though one may have cost 
much less or be capitalized for much less 
than the other. But the rates which may 
be reasonable for one road, providing suf- 
ficient revenue for maintenance and bet- 
terments end yielding a fair return to the 
owners, might “ extravagantly increase” 
the earnings of another road. Yet the 
weaker lines must not be allowed to 
starve. They must be kept in good shape. 

The vice president of the Northwestern 
does not know how to deal with the sit- 
mation. Prof. Adams, the learned statis- 
tician of the interstate commerce com- 
mission, has suggested a solution. It is 
that the’ rates shall be high enough to 
take care of the weaker roads and insure 
a reasonable return on the investment; 
that the stronger and more profitable 
roads, while charging the same freight 
rates, shall be restricted to the same rate 
of return or profit, and that whatever sur- 
pluses there may be shall be covered into 
the United States treasury. That would 
equalize conditions as far as the railroads 
were concerned. If shippers had to pay a 
particular road rates: which were unduly 
high as far es it was concerned they 
could find consolation in the thought that 
the excess swelled the revenues of the 
national government, and did not go to 
pay dividends. 

It is hardly necessary to say that Prot. 
Adams’ suggestion has had no cordial re- 
sponse im railroad circles. One of the or- 
gans of Wall street sentiment has con- 
demned it, but has not proposed any other 
method of solving the problem. But it 
mist be solved. We must, while escap- 
ing the danger of stinting the weaker 
roads and impairing the value of their 
service, avoid the mistake of unduly en- 


riching the stronger ones.

Such 
people, well dressed, present themselves at the 
asylum. They demand the child they wish, 
claiming that they are moved by charity. As a 
matter of fact, what they want is a domestic 
servant for nothing. 

The foundling has reached the age of 16. The 
day of its departure has arrived. It takes leave 
of its guardians: Some children remain in the 
— which adop them. But difficulties are 

ely to arise. state attempts to obviate

Irish literature in America made him the one 
man above all, in this country at least, who 
could write such a history. 

Born in County Cork, Ireland, Neill as 
a boy heard many of the fluters, dlers, and 
pipers who came that way on their’ yearly or 
semi-annual rounds. He tells us that his grand- 
father kept open house in the old days for wan- 
dering minstrels: Brought up as he was amid 
such environmant, it is not to be wondered at 
that in after years he was haunted by the melo- 
dies of hig youth, y a was not satisfied until he 
had collected and blished three volumes that 
contain about 2,000 classified dance tunes and 
other airs. Of this number nearly one-half had 
never before been printed in any collection of 
Irish music, so it can easily be seen what Capt. 
O'Neill has done for posterity in the prosecu- 
tion of his “ fascinating hobby.” 

That eminent authority on Irish music¢, Dr. 
PF. W. Joyce, president of the “Royal Society 
of Antiquaries of Ireland,“ estimates that there 
are about 3,100 Irish airs or tunes accessible in 
print. He credits Mr. O'Neill with .“ procuring 
and publish ing 500 of them. not previously in 
print.” The author of Irish Folk. Music” 
takes exception to Dr. Joyce's figures and proves 
most convincingly in his. book that the cele- 
brated antiquarian underestimates. the number.
